He comes to McGllI 
for the first time to ta](e the Chair 
of Biochemistry. He was until re- 
cenUy Adwinlstratlvo.Chairmian of th 
Advisory Council for Research Work 
in Canada, the duties of thiH countll 
being to advise the government on 
methodfe' for scjenttfic and industrial 
research work.

Amongst his numerous publlthrd 
works w^ myst mention liLs world 
famous work on the micro-chemistry 
of listueH wnJch he particularly stu- 
died the distribution of potassium in 
the tissues. Iii another published 
rcseairl), pn thr n-;..ilont of Hi:rfnct> 
energy to vital phenomlna, he develop- 
ed the view that niusoular contraction 
If. due to surface energy. He has 
also conducted interesting invesliica- 
tlons on the relation of tall ocnren- 
t'stion of the ocean to that of the 
blood of land-vertlhraip animals. A 
conclusion which foilows from this 
"^ot)* Is that the'compositlon' of the 
•l)Ioôd of land-vertlbrate animals , is 
.similar to that of the ocean at the 
ond-Sflïïe" Cambrran Period when 
their' prog^^iiltors left the water for 
the land.
